Foxhall Keene’s wife sues in New York | 


State’s Attorney John E. W. Wayman late 
yesterday afternoon, for the second time in 
hie first day in office, formally protested 
against the progress of the primary fraud 
cases in Judge William H. McSurely’s court 
and declared that Frank J. Loesch, special 
etate’s attorney, was acting without proper 
authority in prosecuting the cases, 

In this move Mr. Wayman met with his 
second defeat of. the day. Judge McSurely 
refused to consider the petition and indicated. 
at night that Mr. Wayman's entire action 
had no bearing on the case. The judge upheld 
the validity of Mr. Loesch's position and de- 
clared that he was legally appointed a special 
state’s attorney for a specific purpose—the 
investigation and prosecution of election 
frauds—and that he could continue the work 
independent of Mr. Wayman until the job 
was finished, 

Mr. Wayman had presented a writen pett- 
tion defining his position before the court, 
again emphasizing that Mr. Loesch was act- 
ing without his authority, and asked that it 
be spread upon the records. Judge McSurely 
answered that the petition had no place in 
court and he would not place it on the records. 


Loesch Will Fight On, 
Mr. Loesch declared that he was not going 
to be driven out or biuffed out, ane that the 
investigation would go on, even though he 
received no compensat 
The special 2 during the day re- 
fused an offer to become assistant to Mr. 
Wayman and work under his direction. Re- 
fused is a mild word. He spurned it. . 
said he would rather work for nothing than 
to take a selary of $100,000 from Mr. Way- 
man. 
It was Mr. Wayman’s letter to Mr. Loesch’ 
offering this job and informing the special 
prosecutor that his job had ended with the 
term of Mr. Healy that started the warfare 
of the day. Mr. Loesch wrote a curt ter 
declining the job with thanks. 
The rupture between the new state's attor- 
ney and Mr. Loesch bids fair to be bitter and 
gcrimonious. Both men were thorougbly an- 
gry before the shades of night fel. Mr. 
Loesch, after his first court victory, did a lit- 
tle bit of aggressive fighting when he gave 
out two letters he had sent to Mr. Wayman, 
asking for information about the! Uon 
said to be possessed by Mr. Waytnan of 
frauds at the primary polls. 


Two Unanswered Letters. 
Here are the letters, to which Mr. Loesch 
says no answer came: 
The first one is addressed to Mr. Wayman 
at his law office if the Majestic building, 
dated Nov. 21, and is as follows: 

“Dear sir: As one of the cangidates for 
the Republican nomination for state’s at- 
torney at the general primary election of 
Aug. 8, 1908, I um advised that you have 
Important and valuable information con- 
cerning election frauds committed at said 
primary election. Such information will 
be of great value to me in the prosecution 
of election frauds committed on that day, 
and I desire to obtain such evidence as 
early as possible in order to lay it before 
the present grand jury with a view to 
bringing the guilty parties to justice. I 
therefore respectfully request you to co- 
operate with me and submit to me what- 
ever evidence of such crimes you may 
possess. . Franx J. Lopscu.” 


This is the second letter, addressed to Mr. 
Wayman, dated Nov. 27: 

“Dear Sir: On Nov. 21 I wrote youa 
letter, a copy of which I herewith in- 
close. Possibly you failed to receive it. 
May I ask whether you are willing tosub- 
mit to me the information asked for? 

“Prank J. LOEsCH.” 


“No Immunity Baths.” 
In commenting on these letters Mr. Loesch 
said he never had received this information 
from Mr. Wayman. 
On being asked whether it was possible 
to summon the state’s attorney before the 
grand jury to give this evidence, Mr. Loesch 
said it was more than possible. He was 
asked why he had not summoned Mr. Way- 
man before. He replied: 
I have been careful not to summon many 
men who have information of these frauds. 
There will be no immunity baths in this in- 
vestigation.” 1.4 — 
Mr. Loesch was careful to explain after 
this that he had no inkling of any frauds 
that Mr. Wayman was connected with. He 
simply had been told that Mr. Wayman had 
certain valuable evidence in his possession 
and wanted to get it. 


Wayman Is Satisfied. 
While Mr. Wayman in the evening did not 
disclose any further,move which he has in 
contemplation to embarrass Mr. Loesch and 
the fraud investigations, he made it plain 
that he considered he had placed Mr. Loesch 
in the position he wanted bim in. 
“All I wanted to do,“ said he, was to 
nd out Mr. Loesch's legal position. 
“TJ offered him a jot as my assistant. He 
declined. Then I informed Judge McSureily 
that Mr. Loesch was not, acting for me in the 
fraud cases, as the judge might have as- 
sumed had I done nothing. I aleo moved that 
the cases be continued. The judge recog- 
nized Mr. Loesch and the cases went on. 
That is the only action I have to take. Ihave 
no comments to make an the light in which 
my action may be considered. My whole pur- 
pose was a legal one.“ 
The letters Mr. Loesch produced formed a 
feature of the controversy which Mr. Way- 
man was not looking for and which he re- 
fused to comment on.

ARMY VACCINATION ADVISED 
AS PREVENTIVE OF TYPHOID. 


Board of Scientists Convinced Method 
Will Prove Practicable in Diminish- 
ing Extent of the Fever. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Special.)— 
After several hours of discussion the board of 
medical scientists who met at the war de- 
partment today to consider the advisability 
of immunizing soldiers against typhoid fever 
by vaccination recommended that the method 
be adopted in the United States army. At the 
close of the session Surgeon Generai 
O Reilly. president of the board, issued this 
statement: 

“The board is corvinced of the usefulness 
and barmiessness of evti-typhoid vaccine- 
tion, and recommends that the practice of 
voluntary vaccination be introduced in the 
army of the United States as 3 practicabie 
means of Ciminishing the extent of typhoid 
fever.” 

The members of the board are Surgeon Gen- 
eral O'Reilly, president; Dr. V. G. Vaughan 
ot Ann Arbor, Mich.; Dr. W. T. Councilmen 
of Harvard, Dr. John Musser of the University 
of Pennsylvania, Dr. Alexander Lambert, 
President Roosevelt's family physician and 
professor of clinical medicine at Cornell; Dr.

SPECIAL COMMISSION URGED 
TO REGULATE SWITCH TRACKS 


Committee Named by Mayor Busse Tells 
Council That Reforms Are Needed in 
Controlling Streets and Alleys. 


Mayor Busse’s special industrial commis- 
sion, commonly known as the switchtrack 
committee,” turned in its report to the city 
council last night amid sighs of relief from 
radicals and conservatives. 

Changes are recommended in the report, 
but they are not such as would seem to preju- 
dice the rights of the city. On the other hand, 
if these recommendations are carried out it 
is the belief of the commission that business 
will be transacted with the city council with- 
out nearly as much friction as has been 
anifested heretofore. 

The commiesion's recommendations in de- 
tall are as follows: 

*“ First—That the council create a regular 
standing committee to be known as the com- 
mittee on local industries, to consist of fifteen 
members, so selected that seven shal! repre- 
sent west wards, five shall represent south 
side wards, and three shall represent north 
side wards; that to this committee be referred 
all ordinances for special privileges in streets, 
alleye, and public ways, and all ordinances 
vacating any street. alley, or public way. 

** Becond—That. the term of grant for a 
switchtrack ordinance be fixed at twenty 
years, subject to revocation during the term 
of the grant, through the passage by the 
council of a repealing ordinance. 

“ Third—That the present policy of the city 
in the matter of compensation charges should 
not be disturbed. 

Fourth— That in ordinances providing for 
the vacation of any street or alley no charge 
shall be made for such vacation in any case 
where the city has not shown an acceptance

For twenty-seven years the totel vote on 
the license question In the cities of Massa- 
chusetts has shown a majority in favor of 
Mquor selling, with the exeeption of 1892, 
when there was a no majority of about 
8,000. The margin in favor of license last 
year was narroweé to 4,473, the closest for 
years. 

The eight cities which have voted gave a 
“no” majority of 3,262, the vote standing: 
Tes,“ 18,010; no,“ 21,272. 


Cambridge Always Voted No.“ 

In the twenty cities which vote tomorrow 
recent elections have shown a growing sen- 
timent against the sale of liquor. In 1007 the 
vote was: Tes, 62,110; no.“ 71.241. 

In the four cities which will vote on license 
next week, including Boston, there has been 
a heavy majority in favor of liquog selling.

If he doesn't 
find my price over one-half less I will agree 
to make a bonfire of my big two-story es- 
tablishment and let the trust bury my re- 
mains in a $50 casket and pay the 
ordinary $300 for the privilege. I will never 
do anything they like anyway except when 
I die. 

If this is not convincing enough I will give 
you figures to show what brought about this 
condition. 

Almost up to the hour of going to press 
there were 28,400 deaths in the city of Chi- 
cago dating from Jan. Ist, 1908, according 
4 the figures of the Chicago Department of 

ealth. There are up to date 438 undertak- 
ers in Chicago. This méans that each un- 
dertaker has conducted on an average of 69 
funerals since Jan. Ist, 1908. This amounts 
to 14 of a funeral every week. Can an 
undertaker live on 1.4 of a funeral a week? 

Thus facing a famine, is it any wonder that 
the funeral trust has become so carnivorous? 
There must necessarily be enough money in 
that 1 4-10 funeral every week to pay an un- 
dertaker’s expenses and leave some profit. 
Can it be done by charging a decent price of 
$75 or $100 for each funeral, or must there be 
added on a patent medicine profit and make 
the price unholy at $260 or $8007 

To any human being endowed with even 
rudimentary reason these figures are fat 
with proof. There is hardly a family in the 
city of Chicago who has not been unfortunate 
enough to demand the services of an under- 
taker who has not paid its share of bounty 
to the’ funeral trust. 

I was quoted in the press as confessing 
that I was rather hasty" in my previous 
statements and agreed to withdraw my 
charges. If this were true this article would 
never have appeared. I retract nothing of’ 
what I have said. 

In this age it is not startling to witness 
humans fattening immoderately on the dead. 
To have them prey, reover, on the sus- 
ceptibility of grief ise @ ghastly shame.

It it were conceivable that France pur- 
posed turning from her fair shorés a dis- 
tinguished gentleman from another clime 
with a fabulous sum of money “in his 
jeans,” to use a phrase unknown to diplo- 
macy, one would conclude that this hos- 
pitable nation had lost the economic acu- 
men for which it has been noted.

CONSERVATION CONFERENCE. 
A polity; not a project.” That is the 


motto of one of the organizations which

ment. The critical matter is the wise 
decision regarding the manner of outlay. 
The success of the long lieralded confer- 
ence will depend upon the breadth of 
view and the sanity of the propositions 
which mark it. 


THE WESTERN ELDORADO. 

“Go west, young man, and grow up 
with the try,” was advice taken by 
thousands off people who féund it good. 
But there has been a general feeling for 
some years that conditions have so 
changed as to make the opportunities of 
the west no longer golden. 

“The frontier has entirely disap- 
peared,” one writer asserts. The pic- 
turesque characters of a generation ago 
have afl gone. The “wild west” is a 
place of civilization, with its trolley cars 
and its automobiles. Fortunes no longer 
come in a day or a night. The unrest of 
a former time has given place to the set- 
tled habits of a steady population. Ideas 
like, these have gained wide circulation 
with the result that there has come to 
be a generally accepted opinion that the 


west no longer affords opportunity for 


the ambitious and energetic man. 

A new Greeley now appears in the per- 
son of James J. Hill. He answers in the 
affirmative the two questions, I} Horace 
Greeley’s advice to young men still 
good?” Do you believe that the west 
offers better opportunities for a young 
man than the east?” There is a lot of 
good land that may be had cheaply. If 
the young man will work and be patient 
he has a good chance to become well to 
do. And those are but samples of the 
optimistic utterances of a man who has 
studied the situation and is qualified to 
speak intelligently. 

The old ways of gaining fame and for- 
tune may not exist now out west. But 
new methods of cultivating the land are 
being developed as new lands are being 
made through irrigation and reclamation. 
Work, energy, and patience seem the re 
quirements. The ambitious young man 
who finds himself hampered in his en- 
vironment may see in the. hopeful words 
of the railroad magnate a way out. It 
is not the old west that beckons but a 
new west, where returns appear certain 
in the long run, even if the golden streams 
of a bygone day have ceased to flow.

george. In fact, this absence of a title has 
been a source of considerable bitterness. _ 

Her husband, who died. in Switzerland 
eighteen months ago, was the eldest of the 
three sons of Prince George of England, 
duke of Cambridge, by the latter's union 
with the actress Miss Louise Farebrother— 
the union being invalid in the eyes of Eng- 
lish law and the sons, as such, debarred 
from inheriting any share in their father’s 
honors, 

The late Col. Fitsgeorge did not share the 
regard which his two younger brothers en- 
joyed on the part of the king and of the re- 
mainder of the royal family and, while they 
figured conspicuously at the state funeral of 
the old duke at which King Edward was 
chief mourner, Col, Fitageorge, who was 
alive at the time, was relegated to the back- 
ground, and had no place in the proces- 
sion. Moreover, his two younger brothers re- 


ceived titles from the king, together with the 


star of the Victorian order, one becoming 
Sir Adolphus Fi , and the other Sir 
But Col. George Fitz- 
t any such tcken of 
royal favor and recognition. The fact of the 
matter is that he had been a good deal of a 
thorn in the side of his father, and of the 
other mémbers of the royal family by reason 
ef his foolish speculations and extravagance, 
which forced him to leave the army and 
which landed him in the Bankruptcy court, 
with liabilities to the tune of nearly $1,000,000 
and less than $1,000 worth of assets. Eventu- 
ally, by dint of a good deal of sacrifice on 
the part of the duke, Col. Fitzgeorge was 
extricated from his difficulties, but to the 
end of his daye seemed to be always imbued 
with the belief that he could restore his 
shattered fortunes by embarking fn the most 
foolish and wildcat enterprises. He was 
married to the widow of Capt. F. W. Ark- 
wright of the Coldstream guards, she being 
a daughter of William Henry Baring, M. P., 
of Norman Court, Hampshire. 

Although Mrs. Fitzgeorge thus belongs to 
the now extremely numerous clan of Barings, 
some of the members of which, such as Lord 
Northbrook, Lord Revelstoke. and Lord 
Cromer, are accounted rich, yet it has al- 
ways been understood that shé was, both 
during her second marriage and subsequent 
thereto, in straitened circumstances and that 
on this account the cost of the education and 
care of her children had been assumed by 
relatives. Under the circumstances, there 
must surely be some mistake in the remarks 
attributed to her in newepaper interviews, 
to the effect that she proposes to entertain 
extensively during her stay in New York, 
and to give several dances and a number 
of dinners before the end of the season.

An extraordinary lawsuit is now engaging 
the attention of the Austrian tribunals, in 
which a royal princess of the reigning house 
of Bavaria is concerned. In 1891 the regent 
of Bavaria, somewhat reluctantly, gave his 
consent to the marriage of his niece, Princess 
Elvira of Bavaria. to Count Rudolph Wrbna 
Kaunits and, although the Wrbnas are not 
a mediatized (or formerly reigning) house 
of Germany, and do not possess therefore the 
prerogative of mating with royalty on a foot- 
ing of equality. yet he permitted his niece 
to contract with the count a full fledged 
marriage without insisting upon a morganat- 
ic union. 


If he had allowed himself to be induced’ 


to give way in the matter it was because of 
the coldssal wealth of the nobleman in 
question, who as principal heir of the fortune 
of Prince Kaunitz, the chancellor of Empress 
Maria Therese, is one of the greatest land 
owners of Bavaria, and especially of Austria. 

Prince Kaunitz left no male issue, but in 
providing for the inheritance of his estates 
entailed them with the provision that the 
owner for the time being should always be 
able to show eight generations of ancestors 
on the father’s side, and an equal number 
of generations on the mother’s side, entirely 
free from any bourgeois strain. These are 
the qualifications exacted in the case of the 
Knights of the Sovereign Order of Malta and 
of the Teutonic order, of the chamberlains 
of the emperor of Austria, of the ladies of 
the palace, and of the members of the 
Feminine Order of the Star Cross at the 
court of Vienna.

Among those in the line of succession to 
the great Kaunits property, which since the 
death of the old chancellor at the close of 
the eighteenth century has increased almost 
a hund old in value, are the chiefs of 
the princely house of Palffy. It seems that 
some student of genealogy happened during 
the course of his researches to discover evi- 
dence to the effect that the great-grand- 
mother of Count Rudolph Wrbna was not 
really a noblewoman, but was of quite hum- 
bie birth, had merely assumed as her maiden 
name the name of the Hungarian village in 
which she had been born, and that the docu- 
ments which she furnished to the imperial 
court of Vienna with regard to her ancestry 
at the time of her presentation after mar- 
riage in accordance with the customary re- 
quirements, were clever forgeries. 

The student brought the result of his re- 


searches to the notice of the Palffys, and on 


the strength of the alleged discoveries they 
have instituted suit against Count Rudolph 
Wrbna with the object of compelling him 
to surrender to them the whole of the 
Kaunitz property as well as his rights to 
the armorial bearings and name of Kaunitz, 
on the ground that he does not fulfill the 
genealogical qualifications exacted by the 
terms of the will of the old chancellor. 

The issue of the suit depends altogether 
on the question of the ancestry of the 
mother of the grandfather of Count Rudolph 
Wrbna Kaunitz, that is to say, of a lady 
who lived and flourished during the closing 
years of the eighteenth century, and dur- 
ing the first two decades of the nineteenth 
century, a period when all Europe had been 
converted Into a vast battlefield by the great 
Napoleon, whose troops swept over the 
length and breadth of Austria, leaving de- 
struction and devastation intheirtrain. The 
condition of the Austrian and Hungarian 
governments in those days was, thanks to 
the constant wars and invasions, of a most 
chaotic nature, afd while there may be much 
circumstantial evidence that would lead to 
the belief in the fraud practiced by the great- 
grandmother of Princess Elvira's husband, 
I should imagine that it would be extremely 
dificult to definitely establish it in such a 
legally conclusive Manner as to compel the 
surrender of the me and arms of Kaunitz 
and of all the Kaunitz property, a decision 
which would virtually reduce him to some- 
thing akin to beggary. 
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The count was a widower when he married 
Princess Elvira. his first wife having been 
a Countess Chorinsky, who left him a 
one year old child, who has been brought 
up by the princess as her own offspring. 
The. princess has two sons and a daughter 
of her own by her marriage with the count. 
who is a man of about forty-five years of age, 
and popular at Vienna and at Munich. His 
family is an old one and his title of count 
dates from the beginning of the seventeenth 
century, that is to say, it is some 300 years 
old. 

His present marriage has turned out hap- 
pily, and his wife has apparently inherited 
none of the extraordinary eccentricity of 
her mother, the Spanish Infanta Amelia, who 
during the closing years of her Mte had to 
be placed under reatraint. Among the sis- 
ters of Princess Elvira are the red haired 
duchees of Genoa, married to the only brother 
of Queen Marguerite, and Princess Clara, 
who was at one time engaged to the mulit!- 
millionaire Bavarian ironmaster, Baron 
Cramer-Clett, but whose marriage was for- 
bidden by her uncle. the regent of Bavatia, 
on the ground of insanity in his family. and 
ot the more than humble origin of his father. 

Princess Elvira's brothers include Prince 
Louls Ferdinand, married to the Infanta 
Pag. sister of the late king of Spain, and who 
has achieved quite as much fame as an ob- 
stetrician, as his cousin Duke Charles Theo- 
dore has as an oculist. If the duke had 
restored the sight to thousands by his cata- 
ract operations, Prince Louis Ferdinand can 
boast of having brought many hundreds of 
young Bavarians of the poorer class ſhto 
the world, free of cost. He is the only prince 
of the blood in Europe who has received the 
honorary rank of surgeon general in several 
armies, notably in that of Spain.

MARKET HOUSE URGED.

—Legal marriage gives the wife a lien upon 
the property and earnings of her husband, 
which cannot be abrogated except by legal 
process, and which no other women but the 
wife can obtain. It makes the support of 
a man’s legitimate children obligatory, undér 
penalties, and gives the wife many other 
rights, exemptions, and privileges, all of 
which are constitutionalNy and judicially 
enforced. 

Socialism proposes to abolish legal mar- 
riage and offers to women in its stead 
“equal work, equal’ pay, and equal political 
rights with men, and freedom from all 
civic, moral, or religious restrictions between 
the sexes. Her work is to be equal with 
that of men, and’ she is to bear the children 
besides. The pay is to be equal, but her 
physical peculiarities make her necessities 
greater, so that the new dispensation scales 
down her wages by just that disproportion. 

Her political rights are to be equal; but 
these constitute only another burden of 


set to her maternal duties. 

The fjuestion before the women of today 
is: | we keep the home, with legal and 
moral support and protection, or shall we ac- 
cept.in place of it the equality that socialism 
offers? Anti-guffragists vote an emphatic

V. S. Court Gives Health Officers 
Inspection Power. 


RESTRAINT THUS REMOVED.

Heretofore Only Ingoing Foodstuffs 
Could Be Examined. 


Rigorous supervision of col€ storage plants 
was made a safe venture to the city health 
department by a decision of the United States 
gupreme court, handed down yesterday. Un- 
der it the health officials, exercising the 
city’s police power of inspection, may seize, 
condemn, and actually y away or de- 
stroy on the premises foodstuffs which, in 
the opinion of the inspectors, are unfit for 
consumption. 

The question of “salvage” of animals 
taken away or cestroyed, still remains to be 
gettied, but is regarded as of small moment, 
gomparatively speaking. Already it has bee 


N determined to widen the work of inspecti 


which has been limited for about two years 
to the examination of ingoing foodstuffs, 
and find out whet is inside of the big, chilly 


buildings. 
Injunction Writ Refused. 

Yesterday's decision is on a writ of m- 
junction asked by the North American Cold 
Storage company restraining the city from 
esforcing the ordinance now upheld. The 
test case involved 2,500 chickens held in stor- 
age by the company and condemned by the 
city, and had the decision been the other 
way a good sized damagevsuit would have 
been ip order, although the chickens, unable 
to endure the delays of the law, long ago 
were destroyed. 

The case, started under the Dunne adminis- 
tration, was pushed by Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Emil C. Wetten, who argued it when 
it came before the Supreme court. 

“For two years the city has held off in 
examining cold storage plants,“ said Mr. 
Wetten. “It was thought wellto go slow 
until this case could be determined, and in 
the méantime, there is reason to believe, all 
condemned focde have not been destroyed. 
Now there is no danger pressing the inepec- 
tons 

Inspector Expldins Position. 

Dr. Gottfried Koehler, chief food inspector, 
explained the health department’s position. 

“For two years we have examined chick- 


ens animal carcasses destined for cold stor- 


age, before they went into the plants,” he 
said. “The trouble generally is that if 
they are bad at all they are bad when the 
cold storage people get them. So that we feel 
fairly sure on the last two years’ receipts. 
Back of that we know noibing, and we shall 
investigate.”

Milk dealers and farmers + sell unfit 
milk and indolent health inspedfors who be- 
tray public faith were the s¥bject of a 
series of denunciatory speeches At the open- 
ing of the International Milk Dealers’ con- 
vention yesterday at the Coliseum. 

Interspersed with remarks of the speakers 
were suggestions for alleviating the prevail- 
ing conditions. Today’s session of the con- 
vention will de devoted entirely to a dis- 


cussion of how to obtain clean milk. 


— 


The first broadside directed at unscrupu- 
lous milk handlers and health inspectors 
came at the convening of the convention 
when President J. D. Nichols in his opening 
address stirred his auditors to rounds of 
applause. 

“Dishonest and unscrupulous dealers who 
sell milk with the cream previously removed, 
milk with water added, milk filed with sev- 
eral varieties of virulent germs, must be 
driven out of business, he sad. There are 
municipal boards, too, which wouldn’t suffer 
from a few suggestions. These men must be 
educated. We cannot afford to allow a whole 
community to be subjected to all kinds of 
Giséases by the distribution of unfit mux.” 

Rabbi J. L. Levy of Pittsburg spoke on 
pasteurization, which he said practically an- 
nihilates the germs of typhoid fever, scarlet 
fever, and tuberculosis. Dr. W. A. Evans 
told of the harm that results from adulterat- 
ed milk and Prof. H. L. Russell of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin spoke on the relation of 
dovine tuberculosis to the dealer.

Attorneys for Russian Say They 
Will Appeal to Roosevelt.

JUROW MUST SHOW CAUSE. | 


Court Gives Him Three Days to Ex- 
plain Refusal to Testify. 


Attorneys of Christian Rudowitz, the Rus- 
sian threatened with return to the land of the 
Czar, to stand trial for murder, assert, that 
the fight has merely begun. and that before 
it is finished it will rest with President Roose 
vek whether or not Rudowitz will be taken 
back to Russia. 

The order of United States Commissioner 
Foote sustaining the reasons set up by Attor- 
ney Rigby, touching on the extradition of 
Rudowittz, closes the case as far as Chicago 
and its branch of the federal court is con- 
cerned. Further scenes in the case are to be 
set in Washington, where appeals are to be 
made to the state depart ment. 

As an outgrowth of the Rudowits cage, in- 
terest attaches to the case of Martin Jurrow. 
the Russian revolutionist, who, as a witness 
in the Rucowittz case, refused to disclose the 
names of his associates in the acts of the 
rebellion im 1906.
